The Cold Bacteria. 
The common cold is now classed by 
some authorities among the diseases 
due to bacteria. 
It has not been set­ 
tled that any particular organism is 
the cause, but it seems that more than 
one species may play an active part, 
and a recent British investigator 
re­ 
ports that in one 
severe local 
-epi­ 
demic he found micrococcns catarrh- 
halls present in all cases, while in 
two other epidemics, both of a severe­ 
ly Infectious character, the bacillus of 
Friedlander was recognized in every 
case examined at its onset. 
The or­ 
ganism, however, 
often 
disappears 
within tw'enty-four or forty-eight hours, 
in the second and third epidemics re­ 
infection sometimes occurred, iiroduc- 
ing either a second acute cold or else 
a chronic cold lasting for months, and 
the bacillus w'as so virulent that it 
killed inoculated mice, gtiinea pigs and 
even rabbits.

Natural e.as in India. 
Consul (b'lH'ral William H. Michael 
of Calcutta writes tha t 24) miles from 
Chittagong natural gas issues from 
a 
crevice in the ground in considerable 
quantity, 
ft has been burning so long 
that the oldest inhabitant can give 
no idea of when or how it w’as set on 
fire. 
The general belief among the 
natives is that the gas has been on 
fire for cennuies. 
At any rate, the 
gas How has been burning as far bark 
as any records have been kept by 
wiiite people. 
It is now suggested—and some steps 
have been taken 
to carry out the sug- 
g(‘sfion—that the fire be extinguished 
and the gas he brought under control 
and 
|)iped 
down to Chittagong for 
lighting and fuel and power purposes. 
Tlu' citizi'ns of Chittagong have con- 
clnded that it would he cheaiier to util­ 
ize the gas t’nan to introduci' electric­ 
ity for fu(d, power and lighting.
